A W.DRLD  in  IruvRii  with  hot  contention 
and  bitter  argument  has  "done  little 
to  smooth  the  lot  of  generations  ria- 
.ng  to  manhood  and  womanhood  In  the 
niddle  decades  of  the  present  century.  The 
iistractions  have  been  many  and  disturb- 
ing.  the  concentrations,  upon  self-control 
and  self-development,  few.  Yet  the  funda- 
mental things  which  build  character  are 
the  same  today  as  always  they  were;  while 
the  need  of  that  development  was  never 
plainer  in  human  society. 

It  WAS  Abraham  Bhicoln  who  defined 
character  most  acutely,  when  he  satdL. 
Character  is  like  a tree,  and  reputation  ii  * 
Its  shadow.  The  shadow  Is  what  we  think 
Rof  it;  the  tree  is  the  real  thing  " History  is 
replete  with  exploded  reputations  which 
were  not  founded  truly  upon  character. 
If  there  is  one  need  today  more  In- 
sistently required  of  everyone  In  public,  as 
in  private,  life  than  any  other  it  Is  in- 
tegrity: and  its  shadow  can  never  be 
enough. 

The‘malnsprlng  of  human  relations  re- 


mains trust  In  one's  fellowinaR.  No  man 
can  speaks  to  man.  nor  nation  to  nation, 
adequately,  unless  that  Is  present.  Yet 
trust  only  grows  when  Integrity  has  pre- 
pared the  way.  The  promise  that  Is  kept, 
the  word  that  Is  as*  good  as  Its  written 
pledge,  the  action  that  follows  the  hand- 
clasp. these  are  the  essentials  of  honest, 
plain  dealing.  It  wdll  be  a better  world  only 
as  individuals  in  it  become  better;  and  a 
good  many  Indlvldi^ls  may  have  to  im- 
prove before  Integrity  become*  a leading 
national  characteristic  at  world  councils. 

The  primary  response  to  life  is.  and 
always  must  be.  an  individual  one.  Charles 
Reade  was  quoting  a truth  very  old  anp 
long  tested  whan  he  wrote;  "Sow  a thought, 
reap  an  action;  sow  an  action,  reap  a 
habit;  sow  a habit,  reap  a character;  sow 
a character,  reap  a destiny.”  Now  m when 
that  was  written  reputation  Is  the  shadow, 
while  character  is  the  real  thing.  Nor  will 
there  be  complete  honesty  In  public  life 
until  men  have  made  it  their  uniform 
^andard  everywhere.

POINT  of  law  of  importance  to  every 
public  body  in  the  province  with  power 
to  make  by  laws  Is  involved  in^4f>e 
contemplated  legal  action  in  VanroiMtr 
arising  out  of  last  week's^lre  at  False 
Crrrk,  According  to  owner*  of 

some  of  ttie  industrial  plcuTts  destroyed  are 
now  threatening  suit  against  tbe  corpora- 
tion. basing  their  claim  on  an  allegation 
of  fai],ure  on  the  part  of  the  civic  authorities 
to  enforce  industrial,  fire-prevention  ordi 
nances  Vancouver  city  corporation  has 
declined  to  accept  any  responsibility. 

If  It  reaches  the  courts,  this  actloo  could 
have  far-reaching  effects  on  all  public 
•afety  regulation.^  Exercising  its  statute 
rights  and  obligations,  a municipal  corpora- 
tion parses  by-laws  requiring  drivers  of 
motor  vehicles  to  do  certain  things.  If  a 


motorist  disobey*  one  of  the  regulations  and 
someone  Is  hurt  In  , consequence,  is  the 
corporation  to  be  held  I’esponsible  for  f^e 
payment  of  damages,  even  though  Its  offi- 
cials have  been  lax  in  enforcing  the  by- 
. laws?  The  same  question  might  be  asked  * 
of  other  measures  taken  by  a community 
to  safeguard  Its  citizens. 

The  primary  purpose  of  all  such  by-laws 
tri*.  of  course,  the  protection  of  the  public. 

A secondary  purpose  is  to  provide  injured 
parties  with  legsd,  bause  of  action  against 
those  who  may  go  contrary,  to  th.Pin.  Public 
authorities  neglecting  to  enforce  obedience 
to  such  measures  Invite  censure,  but  to 
hold  them  responsible  financially  for  any 
Injury  that  may  ensue  is  another  matter. 
Were  that  to  become  an  established 
principle,  it  is  doubtful  if  councils  could 
be  prevailed  upon  to  pass  any  .laws  at  all.

V JOTINO  Hie  post-election  remark*  of 
1 \ candidates  defeated  In  last  week's 
provincial  contest,  one  is  reminded  of 
the  American  broadcastec,  who  predicted 
that  the  end  of  the  war  in  Europe 
come  in  a certain  month  in  1944.  The  mohtfi 
gr^lved  to  falsify  his  prophecy,  juit  as  the 
provincial  election  falsified  certain  in 
dividual  hopes.  The  broadcaster  turned  no 
Inward  eye  on  hli  own  failure,  however,  he 
excused  hlmselt  on  the  grouni^that  General 
Ei.senhower  had  failed  to  carry  out  his  pre- 
diction. 

Sometiiing  of  this  egocentric  philosophy 
irems  to  Tiave  affected  some  losers  of  the 
British  Columbia  political  battle.  The  putx 
Uc  is  told  it  is  far  from  being  scare-proof; 
Uiat  it  has  been  fooled  again,  and  so  by 
inference  Is  very  foolish,  tha^lt  does  not 


value  its  freedom,  that  advertising  per- 
suaded It  wrongly,  and  so  on^  Never  a hint 
of  the  humility  that  might  indicate  the 
fault  could  lie  close  at  home,  Never  a con- 
cession that  the  public  had  the  primary 
right  at  Issue— the  right  to  make  its  choice 
without  reproof.  * 

Xt  is  always  much  easier  to  smile  in 
victory  than  in  defeat.  Perhaps  It  takes  a 
larger  degree  of  magnanimity  than  Is  pos- 
sessed by  some  ex  candidates  to  watch 
without  spleen  one's  hopes  being  shattered. 
Yet  a touch  of  grace  would  not  hgve  come 
amiss,  the  grace  that  ran  accept  a decision 
of  the  public  without  cavil.  Elections  are 
much  more  the  prerogative  of  the  voters 
than  of  the  candidates,  after  all,  and  if 
blame  is  to  be  apportioned  once  the  ballots

This  reaction  from  the  public  will  be 
welcomed  by  both  the  old  line  parties 
who  would  like  nothing  belter  than  tb 
split  up  apd  go  their  own  ways  It  is 
not  likely  to  happen*  for  a while  yet, 
though,  because  Premier  Johnson  snd 
his  colleague.  Finance  Minister  Ans- 
eomb,  are  quite  conscious  that  they 
received  a mandate  from  the  people 
as  a Coalition.  Premier  Johnson,  who 
has  a clear  ma)orl^  of  Liberals  In  the 
House,  will  be  under  a lot  of  preMure 
from  his  party  to  swing  a big  stick. 
wh(^  it  comes  to  quarrels  in  the  Coali- 
tion caucus,  and  to  appoint  more  Lib- 
erals to  the  Cabinet,  Hr  will  probshly 
have  to  listen  to  his  supporters  snd 
meet  their  wishes,  but  that  is  as  far 
as  things  are  Ukel^no  go. 

It  looks  as  if  the  real  Parliament  of 
B^Ush  Columbia  will  not  be  on  the 
floor  of  the  Legislature,  where  it  right- 
fully belongs,  but  In  the  caucus  room 
where  Liberals  and  Conservatives  will 
fight  out  their  battles  in  serrecy. 

The  future  line -up  In  British  Co-

1 Empire  heraldry.  Strange  though  It  may  seem  the  design  of  a crest  for  a Canadian 
warship  is  given  ftnai  approval  by  the  College  of  Heralds  in  London,  England,  where 
the  design  may  be  approved  or  r^ected. 

The  procedure  is  somewhat  compUcaUd.  The  design  Is.  in  the  first  instance,  fur- 
nished from  ideas  subtnitted  by  a ship’s  company.  Then  an  artist  makes  a sketch. 
The  sketch  is  sent  to  Naval  Headquarters  at  Ottawa  and  if  approved  is  sent  to  London 
tor  the  King  of  Arms  to  work  on.  During  the  war  "Mickey  Mousf"  and  Donald 
Duck’^were  favorite  crests  for  gun  turrets,  but  they  lacked  the  dignity  for  an  official 
badge. 

The  ship’s  crest  is  usually  worn,  or  displayed.  In  the  forepart  of  the  bridge,  on 
the  port  and  starboard  bows  of  the  ship's  whaler,  on  ceretnoniai  lifebelts  or  for  decora- 
tive purposes  In  the  wardrooms.  Illustrated  here  is  the  first  of  a series  of  crests  dis- 
played by  ships  of  the  Royal  Canadian  Navy.
